' This title of Mr. Paul Hoffman's speech 
; .01) the final evening of the New York Herald 
i'vTribune Forum, summed up the sentiment 
i/; expressed by every speaker at the Forum. 

The outstanding speakers of the evening, 
•Mr. C. D. .Ini'kfon, President of the National 
• '■Committee for a Free Europe, and Mr. Paul 
■jHoffman, former Head, of the American 
E.C.A. program in Europe, described what 
> i,has been done, and still remains to be done 
^if jthe West is to truimph over Soviet Cora- 
Tniunism. 

felt that these two men, one speaking 
- as a representative of business, and the other 
as a representative of Government charac- 
terized the dunli.=tic approach being made i)y 
American business and government to the 
problem of maintnining a free world; a dual- 
ism which characterized the growth of the 
eountr>' itself, and is now being projected into 
, the field of international affairs. 

Mr. Jackson, President of the Nationfil 
Com.mittec for a Free Europe, described the 
efforts being made by private groups in the 
United States, such as his own, 'American 
Relief for Korea, Radio Free Europe, and 
others, to provide help and encouragement 
to the victims of war and oppression. Ho 
stated that these independently financed 
organizations, working liand-in-band with 
Government agencies, were gradually succeed- 
ing in gellilig their nie,-i.-:«(;n of hope through 
the dissatisfied ]«oplcs of the Soviet Snt- 
jites. As eviden^'^l^its success, he referred 
(he famous Czech "Freedom Train," the 
lies who flew to freedom in their home-made 
aeroplane, and to the numerou.* escapees arriv- 
. "^ ing in West Germany cverj' day. 

!Mr. .lackson expressed the belief that the 
West has now seized the initiative in the cold 
■war, and that it was the Sovicl^kand not our- 
selves who were beginning to wonder where 
the next blow would come from. 

Ji'- Mr. Hofman picked up this same theme, 
■ jbut warned that we are merely passing 
|;i^uthrough the opening stages of a conte.«t tiint 
]v'fimi|"y last for generations. He cautioned his 
I '. jisièners against the^^i^g; that they -are 
; being rushed along in a torrent of events 
beyond their control, and said, ''the world 



is in upheaval, but it is men who make events 
and men can control events." • - 

^^Ir; Hoffman attributed the present worid 
lenslbn not only to the efforts of the Soviet 
Union, but also to "the determination of the 
common man everywhere to , better himsèlf." 
Economic aid alone ii not enough. He stated 
that wè must try to appreciate the other fel- 
low's point of view hnd understand the reason 
he feels the way he does. As an e.\ample, he 
stated that he "did not approve of India's 
•recognition of Red China, but after his dis- 
cussions with Pandit Nehru this past iumnicr, 
tlie reasons for this action becamfe conipre- 
lien$iblc. Mr. Hoffman said, "Unies» we, as 
individuals acqidre this knowledge and' un- 
derstanding, the policièè of ,our Government 
will not be sound because sooner or làler 
Governmental policy, foreign, as well as 
domestic, must reflect the will of the people." 

Thus, he too, a.s had all the previous speak- 
ers emphasized the importance of thè:,role 
that the indiviflual must play in a democracy^ ' 

He pointed nut that it is "good business' 
for the Unitedr^^c* *16 help the under- 
developed coipti^to help thèmselvês — 
that the.l2 -biiii6n'!dollars spent in putting 
EuMgMn|ind^8^ féet a (frac- 

tioniofstnej'BQiWilfpnfa'y spent 
by the United States for defence) had prob- 
ably saved Europe from Soviet domination. 

Aside from the economic implicatiohs of 
our foreign aid, Mr. Hoffman plated the 
comnion bond that it created between nations, 
as most important of all. In conrlusibn he 
stated the belief that if the free nations .«tand 
togelher and work together they ran "lav the 
foundations for a peace that will endure 
throughout the halnnre of this eentur>*." 

Thus, ended the fourth and final session of 
the New York Herald Tribune Forum. 

Some observer? niaintnin thai American 
Foreign Policy in the '2ntii Century has been 
noted by its absence.. Others maintain that 
the Great Republic has blundered because it 
has- refused to recognize the hard political 
realities of worid politics,', and has 'tried to 
inject moral ^and ethical considerations into a 
field tfndltimàUy devoid of such values. 

Howcj^^&ffi|ne who has witnessed A Suc- 
cession tM||PPnJment and buiinCM - leaders 
report osrwhat is being done and planned for 
the future to find a lasting solution, not only 
to the problems confronting the United 
States, but to the problems of all humanity, 
rannot help but frel that the vitality ?«hd' 
enthusiasm wliic-h lins animated this nation 
since its inception, will ngnin see it through, 
and that the Great Republic will prnvirle the 
dynamic and enlightened world leadership 
so long absent from the international scene.

i; have suggested In" a previous 
article that the character of the 
writing in Forge has not bien very 
ttriklng. I was speaking in général 
terms primarily of -last year's, pub- 
lication. But thia should not be 
taken to mean that each particular 
poem or aiory Is mediocre. The 
majoi-lty ot the prose ' work , In 
Fprge I ,do not think was very 
high in calibre. However, I do not 
feèl. capable of commenting on it 
Yet I. should like to make a few 
notes on the poetry and see it 
some attempt at evaluation .can be 
made. 

"Drop of Rain" by Jane Ban- 
field Is a very effective descriptive 
piece in the style of some imaglst 
foetry. However, this ' type of 
poem, though it mày at times carry 
overtones ot considerable signifi- 
cance, -does not in thjiV^cue igo 
very tai*. Irf the light oHhe àùthor's 
Intention however. It Is an excel- 
lent little poem. 

"March Walk," by Kim Jenca 
takea Its setting on Shuler Street 
and Ihua adds local color to the 
aubjeet matter. It ia a almple 
poem presenting etteetively, • 
naivete whieh la perhaps tbo ael- 
dem found In Forge. Toe It ia 
'quite well handled, havlnir both 
eoncretenesa and life. 
Mr. Baker's poem, "Sand-dunes," 
starts out with a highly atrlking 
line but' after the first atanta lapses 
into a disappointing and vague de- 
scriptive vein. His verse is smooth 
and he has the ability to create 
original and effectlv«i|Phra3lng 
which arc valua^jjw^l^uUji of 
good poetry. However.' he'' needs a 
greater degree of concreteness and 
purpose. 

Jane Ramtay'a pièce, entitled 
simply, "Poem," weavea a bright 
and eolqrful picture ot the psych- 
ological development ot a girl aa 
ahe learns to accept the feallty 
ot ^ove and of marriage. Forceful 
and suggestive, and handled with 
imagination. It Is probably one 
of the best poems Forge. 
"Thé Hero-King, HU Reign and 
Possible Ruin" by John Falk U 
striking In Its imagery and its com; 
pression. It is a difficult poém re- 
quiring more than 6né reading and 
some thought. I do not believe 
that the "hero-VIng" is any partic- 
ular reference to a mythological or 
anthropological source .as the title 
and the prsctlce ot poets such as 
Ellot might xliEKMt. It se*ma to be 
a general symbol for our contem- 



poraJ^jrJcuUi^^ The 
iiutHor 'Ipparm^^ to de- 

velop a them^lmilar to that ot 
some of thé"'surrealists: that the 
stslenèss and futility ot contem- 
porary living will be wiped away, 
and that our Hying will be revlta- 
llted, by^ the renaissance ot won- 
der, o'f sensiljflUy^" 'And' this he 
claims will not be' done by the 
clique ot bohemlan pseudo-intel- 
lectuals or pseudo-artists. It Is a 
fine piece ot work and iii my 
opinion is certainly the best poem 
In Forge. 

' To Walk Alone" is a short poem 
ot original and suggestive phras 
ing. However! it becomes highly 
ambiguous when , one tries to dis- 
cover who it is who walks alone. 
It leaves two opposite possiblUtiei: 
those of great genius or those of no 
genius. There is a wea|cne5S In this 
vagueness which mars , thé , poem. 

This has covered half of the poet- 
ry in Forge and it has shown sever- 
al ihtérésting and good pieces ot 
poetry. Though the remaining poet 
ry is not on the whole as good, it 
illustrates many of the dangers 
and influences which the atudent 
writer encountérs. *
